the Force of any Argument of fhe Churchmen. 
But had the JPodpr been at Leifure, he wou d have 
ihewn that the Bifliop was now of ^mother Opi- 
nion to what he once was. 

Chtifi. VJhy truly the Doftors Beginning apd 
End, put me in Mirid of a great Man d^ce^-d^ 
that he was not at Leifure, could not be at Leifure, 
nor would be at Leifurel For the Truth is, he 
wpuld havp und^rta^'sn a Task, which would h$vc 
demanded a vail deal of Time to accomplifh. 

I%ould fay fomething likewife to the Clamoiir 
againft the Biihop, in Regard of our Laws and their 
Force^r which my Lord np where d^ni^s, nor im- 
plies^'any Denial of, he does juft tell us, that the 
Legiflature cannot make what Laws it pleafes, fpr 
the Security of the State ; but he only concludes, 
th^t L4w$ made, ^iid Peqalt:ie$ impos'd for the

To concludci I do not find that thcfe' Thirty 
Yczri Indulgence to' tender Confci^nces, ha^ at all 
cncreas'd the Confufion and Anarchy, fo' mhch 
apprehejnded from a Want ' of Fines, Imprifbri- 
mentsS, and the lik^ ; when in King Charles t)s^ Se- 
cond's Time, Sixty Thoufand Families were ruin'd 
for piflenting, the Schjfm feem'd much more dan- 
^er6us than at prefent, when every Thing is calm 
af}d quiet, if fome noify Perfons would let them 
preqi^n fo r if they \^ould mind the Inculcating the 
undifputed Doftrines of the Gofpel of Chrilt, of 
Lpye, of Vertue, and not contend fo violently for 
Grafting on thoE^ tloly Scripture the undifputed 
Doftrines pf Men.; Sb GentUmeny your HuiiibU Ar-

Zeat. To your own Benefit ; but ccrtainlj^ the 
Rewards and Punilhments eftablilCbed by Chrift, i{ 
truly believ*d, muft be of much greater Weight than 
any that are temporal, and the Declaration of thofe, 
as in the Gomel, is Bufinefs fufficient for the 
Clergy ; at leaw fhey were thought fufficient for 
Cbrift himfelf, Who might have eftablifhed his 
Church by Power, and have made all the Poten** 
tates on Earth the Propagators of it, with as much 
Eafe as he did the Humble and Lowly.

Zeal. Why I told you before that I wi&'d you 
and your ^retheren had been> or were to be in my 
Place, atid then you wou'd be wifer* unlefs it were 
with them as with the Fool in the Bible^ hra^ a FmI in 
a Moftar, and he wiB yet come out a FooL I tell thee tjben> 
I have been in the Spanijb Inquifition^ and efcaped 
with Xife fo narrowly, that I eafily comppuod^d 
for broken Limbsi and a disjointed Body. 

Hur. In the Inquijition ! And how prithee did 
thy primitive Zeal do to work thy (elf into that 
holy Office ? I warrant thou wert like the Quaker^ 
who went to Rome to convert the Pope. It wou'd 
have been long enough before I or Driver had arrived 
to that Hofiour, tho' we had liv'd the next Door to 
the Place of that tremendous Tribunal. For tho' I 
like well enough to be the Perfecutor, I have no 
xnanner of Inclination to be one of the perfecuted. 

Slj. Good - Mr. Zealy will you give us fomc 
Account of this. Affair ; lEeartily congratulate your 
Delivery) and (hould be glad to hear from the 
Mouth of a Sufferer, the Manner of that Office^ 
which has madefuch a Noife in the World. 

Zeal Well, Dr. Sl^y to' gratify your Curiofity, 
and I hope to revive a little of the true Spirit of 
the Gofpcl in yoii, and raife a juft Abhorrence of 
this manner of Chuich-Goyernment, I (ball com- 
ply with your Defires. 

But you muil not exped from me a tedious De^ 
fcription of the Place, or a prolix Account of the fe- 
veral Tortures us'd, from the firft feizing of whom 
they will make criminal till they come to the Stake; 
that you may find in very juft an4 genuine Ac- 
counts already in Print, and written even by Ro- 
mdii Ccitholicks themfelves, who do not live under 

the 
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the Jurifdiftion of that Court, which is only in /ir^ 
fyj Spain and PcrtugaU and the Conntnes depen- 
dent upon them. I iball but touch my Sufferings 
{lightly, and lay down the Arguments for their 
CkHiduA, given me by one of the moft fenfible of 
the Fathers ; and whom I did not fufped of fuch a 
Treachery as I afterwards found him guilty of ; 
but his Salvo was to be fure, I'hat Fmthis not to 
be kept With Hereticks. ' ' . 

As for what he urg'd in my Difcourfes with him, 
it was much of a Piece with what Plain-Dealing 
Jehu has juft now urg'd, and what Drr Snape ftrong- 
ly infinuates in his Letter to the Bifhop of Bangor.. 

It is ncedlefs to tell you the OccaitOn of my go*^ 
ing into Spain ; I do afTure you it was the Buirnefs 
of this World, and not that of the other, which 
drew me thither. I wis lodg'd in a Merchant's 
Houfe in Madrid^ with whom my principal Con- 
cerns were to be negotiated ; I was in a fecular 
Habit, and pafs'd for an Englijb Gentleman. 

This Merchant had two or three agreeable 
Daughters ; and Father Gonfalvo, one of the Fa* 
thers of the Inquifition, was there a daily Vifitant; 
his Bufineis was not my Part to enquire; he was of 
a vener^le Afpeft, and about fixty Years of Age, or 
fomething more. He had been in EngTand with 
Don Ronqujlloj when he was Ambaflador here, 
and returned int6 Spain on the Death of that Gen- 
tleman ; he pretended a very great Refpeft for pur 
Nation, and on our Converfation, adlir'd me of his 
Friendfliip and Service in any thing that was ip his 
Power. 

After frequeitt Converfations, which had pro- 
duced a feeming Intimacy, he fometiraes began to 
talk of Religion, which I avoided as much as I 
cpuld, knowing how dangerous it was to meddle 
with that Affair with any Freedom, before a Fa- 
ther of the Inquifition. But his frequent AiiuraHces 
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of Vtiendfbipi and a Defire chti^I would not be on 
the ReferFC on his Account, for tho' he was of the 
loquifitioHf yet he had ooc forgot the Gentleman ; 
and that his Love for me prompted him to endea- 
vour my Converfion by all the fair Ways of forci- 
ble Argument^ and not by thofe Means which 
were made ufe of to compel the Inhabitants to 
comply with the Injun&ions of the Church, t;o pre- 
ferve its Unitjy and ftifle various Opinions difturi>- 
ing the Peace of it, which oclier Nations found fo 
troublefome, and which they in vain endeavoured 
to fuppreis, as to what fecm'd proper and uiefut 
to that End* 

He own'd there had been many particular Men^ 
and fbm« Nations who had eilabliflied a Liberty of 
believing, and. the pr ofeflSng the Belief of whatever 
each Man thought fit. But yet that the moft Part of 
theProteftantsdid perfecuteevenProteftants for diflfer- 
ing in Points of BeUef ; particularly the Church of 
England ; and that the Ai^uments they uTe for this 
are moft borrowed from thcRoman Catholicks i tho' 
with : them this Do&rine of Force was built on a 
much better Ground ; for they fix*d it on an infal^ 
lible Guide, who was fure to compel Men there- 
fore to what was right .* But the Proteftant Perfecu- 
tors fcem'd to build on a verv exceptionable Bot- 
tom, if it might not be caU d indeed WhimficaU 
when without any Pretence to Infallibility they 
would force Men into their Church, without exa- 
mining the Dodrine^ ; when as fallible Men, they 
nught compel Men^y their Decrees and Canons to 
an Error, not a Truth. 

That indeed what fome of them nig'd was very 
true in it felf, but what they had no Right to de- 
mand, viz0. That Chrift on his Departure into Hea- 
ven, when he was no longer to govern his Church 
in Perfon, provided for the good Government of it 
by others whom he commi£Qon'd to teach and ex- 
pound 
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pound his LaMFS> to bear Rule 4nd Authority over 
his Subjeds to be his VicegerentSi to z& in his. 
Name, and Stead, and to perpetuate a Succeffion of 
Men throi^h all the fucceeding Ages of the Worlds 
in whom the fame Powers ibould be lodged as were 
in jfifas Cbriff himfelf, when on Earth —7- Thus 
far they are in the right of it ; but where will they 
find dais Succeifion oj Men through all the fuqqeed- 
iag Ages of the Worlds but in the Reman Cathp« 
lick C£urch ? They add likewife another Abfurdi* 
ty, whidi is, that thp' he made none of them infal- 
Uble» nor exempted them from Human Frailties, 
yet ftill he required his Church to obey them, and 
to be guided by their Inftrudions ; they add in-. 
deed* where tbfy were not contrary t9 his. Qut I cou d 
never yet hear any tolerable Reafon why Chrift who 
certainly as God cou d leave a Succeflion of infalli- 
ble Vicegrents, ihou'd leave only fallible ones, and 
yet require our Obedience to them ; but then they 
wx>tt'd come oflF by faying, that this Obedience was 
only when their s Injun&ions, Decrees, &c. were 
not contrary to his, leaving every Man to be Judge 
^hen they were fo or not ; which does not free the 
Church from the Anarchy and Confufion they talk 
of, but confirm it, leaving the Church's Power only 
nominal, and not real. Beiides, how cou*d the^ 
Vicegerents be invefted with the fame Powers as 
Jefus Chrift himfelf, . and yet want his chief Power> 
That of Infallibility, which gave Sandion to all 
all the reft. ? 

It is confefs'd that the Places of Scripture which 
prove this Succeflion and Authority of the Church 
are very numerous ; but thefe Texts are not of any 
Ufe to a fallible Church, but to a Church which 
is infallible, as that of R(m§e is. 

They urge well again. That if Chrift had mado 
no fuch Provision for the wderly and regular Go- 
vernment of his Sttbjeds, either by interpofing him- 
felf. 
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fclf, or by his Spirit working in them, not by tfcc 
ordinary Operations, as at prefcnt, but ip as fdl 
and anipk Meafures ^s in the Ap^ftl; s Days ; ot 
by fubuituting Vicegerents to aft for and under 
him, to fatis^ the Doubts of his People, and e»-; 
plain jtbe Meaning of his Laws, toreftrain Otknd^ 
ers, and keep in awe the Difturbers of its PEACE 
\and UN ITT; if, fay they, no Care had been tar 
ken by fome one of thefe Ways to keep his Sub* 
ytOi^ in order, the Church of <Jhrtft muft have been 
a Babeh ^nd his Kingdom a Realm of Confufion. 

If Chrifl, our King and Law-giver, who is AH-, 
wife. Unerring, and AU-fufficient, (they go on) had 
been pleas'd to aft peribnally in his own Govern* 
ment, or had he thought gt. to have condu&ed his. 
Subjefts by the Guidance of irrefiftibfe Grace, there, 
wou d then have been no need of inferior Magi'- 
firates ; but as neither of thefe is t;he Cafe, in his 
Kingdom as well as in the Kingdonils of the WorkJ, 
there mull be, and there is a Subordination of Mi« 
niftcrs, who are the Judges and Guides of his Peo- 
ple, by Virtue of an Authority that he has dele- 
gated to them. 

To this I might add fome pretty Confiderations 
of the various Images by which it is reprefented in 
Scripture 5 in which Confiderations they view 
Things with Eyes meerly Political, and on the 
fame Foot with Things of a lower kind. But this 
is only to amufe and keep off the People from fee- 
ing the Neceflity of having a Vicegerent to Chriiii who 
has b^fibwed on him by Chrii} fo neceflary a Condi- 
tion as Infalliblity ; for as they leave thefe Guides fal- 
lible, and their Decrees to be examin'd and obey'd or 
difobey'd,as they ihall feem to Particulars agreeable 
or oppofite t^ the Law of Cbriff, where is the 
Unity and the Peace of the Church prcferv'd, or 
the Kingdom of Chriff lefs a Realm of Confufion, 
than if all th^y contend for were granted them ?

By this Ruler To much contended for^ as I find 
among you> Lu^ker^ Calvin^ and the reft of the Re* 
formers were Difturbers of the Peace and Unity of 
the Churchy and of a Church direded and govern'd 
by an infallible Head> and confirmed by a Succef- 
gon of Vicegerents of Fifteen Hundred Years Con- 
tinuance. . , 

Thefe Gentlemen Teem to me to be guilty of the 
3in againft the Holy Ghoft^ that is, impugning the 
](nown Truth» nay a Truth .^cknowledg d by .them- 
felves ; and for fuch I believe you your felf will ac- 
knowledge, that the holy Tribunal of the Inquifiti- 

00 is a very juft Punifiimcnt. 

I did my beft to infinuate my Notion of thp 
Matter; and that fince. the Church of Chrift was 
begun and brought to a flouriihing State, with- 
out the help of the Terrors of this World, I cou*d 
not fee where was occafion fpr fuch Severities, which 
fcem direftly contrary to the Spirit of the GofpeL 

1 will not repeat all I faid iA my firfl Difcourfe 
with Father GonfaJvo, nor any other I had after- 
wards ; yet I found once or twice, that notwith- 
fianding his feeming ([^Imnefs and Complaifance, 
I had touch'd him to the Quick ; and therefore 
could be no mofe drawn in to talk of thefe Matters 
with him ; and he on his Side feem*d entirely to 
have forgot all Thoughts about it. 

It was near a Year after this, when our Intima- 
cy continuing, he invited me to fee the Prifon of 
the Inquifition, which he promis'd to ihew me 
in every Part. I that had quite loft the Memory 
of all that was paft, was fo weak as to accept of 
the Invitation. 

I was receiv'd with abundance of Civility, and 
having feen the Apartments of the Fathers, and 
re(:eived a pretty Collation, Father Gonfalvo was 
call'd away, and I left to my felf ; I had not been 
long fo, before thriee or four ill-Iook'd Fellows 

came 



came to me> and told me I inuft remove £rom that 
Apartment^ fome of the Father being there to 
meet immediately on Bufinefs* I rofe up, and as 
I was going out I was told I went the wrong Way, 
and a Door being open*d, I was immediately thmft 
into a fort of a Dungton> and Irons clap'd upon me. 

You may imagine my Surprize was not fmall ; 
my firft Days were begun with Bread and Water, 
^ut that being fufficient to keep me alive> I was as 
eafy as my Circumftances wou'd allbw • neitt I was 
pot to the Rack,' my Limbs disjointed, iaoid I re- 
iduced to this miferable lame Creature you behold 
me..

Pioue at my liprd> they 
would have fu(pended their Keprefentatiop till they 
bad feen what his Lordfliip had to anfwer to their^ 
Objedion$ in his Reply ro the DoAor ; who for 
all they know, might entirely remove all the Com^ 
plaints they had to make ; which had been more 
fair and Chriftian-like, thap to fix, as far as in them^ 
lays a Cenfure on a Bifhop eminent for his Learn* 
ing, clear Reafonipg^ and for an innocent and blame* 
lefs Condud in his Life and Converfation> for 
Things which they only pretend to accufe him of 
by fccming of this or that Tendency. 

Ez^k. It is fomcthing remarkable, that when 
there were Books extant, written by Clergymen^ 
which were direded plainly to ridicule all the 
Chriftian Religion ; as, The Tale of a Tub ; or fuch 
which plainly and exprefly tended to lead us back 
CO Popery, as many of Dr. Hkkes'si and bis Nonjwr^ 
ing Party, they fttould think fit to let them pafs un- 
cenfur*d, and fpread through the whole Nation* 
not only to the manifeft Injury of the Reformation, 
but to all reveal'd Religion in general. 

Chriji. But my Lord has written unanfwerably 
for the Revolution, the Proteftant Succefiion, and 
the prefent Eftablifliment ; and hinc ilf^ Lacrywa, 
this is the Source of their Malice ; to the Proof of 
which Dr. Snape^s Letter gives an undeniable In- 
ftance, when in his aukward Way he wou*d make 
a Jeil of ,the Revolution) and makes it a fait of 
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S^efleftioti •n the Biftop, for having boen £orit in 
too eminent a Degree. When theref<M:e his PffJ^, 
iMiv0 came out, the Unde^ftrapper$ of the Paity 
every where declared againft it^ and as far as they 
durft, attacked what his Lordlbip bad ad vane d. 

fixefe. The Heads of the Party, who were of the 
Clergy^ . were confounded and albam'd, that, what 
they had been pvzzling themfelves about, an4 Cpn* 
founding the Underftandings and Confcience^ of 
their Readers, was by my Lord at once fet in a 
^plain eafy and demonilrative Light, fo as to fa- 
tisfy the moft Scrupulous, and convince *tbofe of 
the yacdites themfelves^ who were capable of 
Conviftion. This Book therefore was to have 
a Mark of Infamy fet upon it, tp deter the 
Biggotted from reading jt ; and that was t<x 
be done by failing on a Part of it, which they 
thought they might attack, without meddling with 
the Merits of the Caufe, in Regard to the Preten^ 
diTj and his Majefiy. 

Chfift, If this were not the Fad, they at the fame 
Time that they fell foul on fome particular Clau^ 
fes, wou'd have given a confirmatory Cenfure of 
the main Body of the Book, and fo not as far as 
they cou d have rob*d his Majcfty of the beft De* 
fence of his Gaufe, that has yet been publifh'd. 

Siy. But, Genttemen, whatever were the Caufe of 
this Cenfure, you feem to pafs over the Thing it* 
felf in Silence. The Charge is. That the Tandemy 
tf the DoBrines and Pofitions in the faid Sermon and 
Booki is conceivd tf be^ Firft, to fuhvert all Government 
and Difcipline in the Church of Chrifiy and to reduce his 
Kingdom to a State of Anarchy and Confufion. Secondly^ 
to impugn and impeach the Regal Supremacy in Caufes Ec" 
ckjiafticaly and the Authority of the Legiflature to inforce 
Obedience in Matters of Religion by Civil SmSiions. 

Chrifi. Why, good Dr. Sly, I think what has been 
faid againft Dr. Snapts Letter, before at the Cofiee- 

Houfe, 
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tkmte^ wffl hold againft the Rcprcfcntatioit ; for I 
do not find any Reafon in what this venetable Bo- 
dy of the Qergy Jia^ added, unlcfs it be that the 
Oitholick Church, the Church and Kingdpm of 
Cbrifti is made tip of all fuch as have been chrift- 
Bed ; and this is a very large Comprehenfion in- 
deed; which fills the Church with Atheifts, Deifts^ 
Sociniansy and, in fliort, with all Opinions which 
Men of corrupt Inclinations fhall efpoufe when 
they come to the Eftate of Manhood, and argue . ^ 
And chufe for thbmfelves. Again, if all that have 
b^en chriftned, are of the Church, why is any Part 
of the Church of Chrift, ito be perfecuted by ano- , 
ther Part of it ? 

Ezek. As for all that is faid for the Conftraining 
of Confcience, and Depriving Men. o/ the Right of 
following the Didates of the Gofpel, rather than 
their Governours, and Ruler*s Order, if it be not 
the Plea of the Church of iiv»ftf of the Inquifithn, 
1 defire they wou'd explain their Notions, who 
may have Recourfe to the Scripture for the 90- 
(trine of Jefus Chrifly and who may not j and fo 
ibew who are to read the Scripture, and who not. 
For to allow People to read them, and yet deny 
them to ftudy them> and follow them to the beft 
of their Knowledge, is a vifible Banter on Man- 
kind ; no Matter for what Tendency this may be 
fuppos'd to have to the Prejudice of the fecular 
Power of the Ptiefthood ; for it muft come to this, 
that the Bible mud as in the Church of Rome^ be 
deny*d to the Laity to be read, ^or that the Laity 
mySk read it only as an Amufement, or Romance 
of no Importance to them ; or that they muft read 
it, in (hort, as the Repofitory of the Sacred Truths 
pf the Chriflian Religion, and the infallible Guide 
of their Confciences ; one of thefe Three Ways miift 
be fixed on, or it is all GrimaCf and Banter, which 
i« not defign'd to be underftood ; a plain Sign that 
. - thofe 
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thofe who talk of this Matter, have lltfirof SiaA- 
rity or true Chrifiian hove of Truth. 

Chrifi. As for all the Zeal^ d( the Reprefei|tcr$ 
for the Civil-Power, His Maje(ly*s Supremacyi &c. 
if it did not plainly appear, that theie Things ar^ 
hook'd in to ierve a Turn, and endeavour tp draw 
an Odium from the fecular Powers upon him* 
when they brought nothing againft him m the Re- 
ligious Part, but raifed Popifi Arguments of m 
manner of Force or Ufe but to the Papifis. 

Sly. Why then you throw up all the Power 
of the Clergy at once> and then we mlay throw 
up our Orders, and leave our Flocks to them- 
felves. 

Ezek. Hold, Dr. Sfyj^ is the Adminiftring the. Sz* 
craments, the Inftru&ion of the Ignorant, the Cm- 
re&ion of EvH-icersy and the Denouncing of God t 
Judgments upon them, not Bufinefs* enough for a 
pious Prcteftant Clergy ? It was as much as the A- 
poftles pretended to, who yet without the fecular 
Arm which you contend for, preferv*d the Churchy 
without Anarchy^ and fo left it to their SuccefTors. 

Chrifi. And as for the A&s of Parliament, my ' 
Lord no where denies the Power of the Legifla- 
ture, to make what Laws they pleafe with a Poli- 
tical View, to the Eafe and Safety of the Conftitu- 
tion ; my Lord only will not have them be grafted 
into the Gofpel, and therefore be Part of Chrift*s 
Kingdom, while he allows it to be their own ; and 
not in any one Word impugns the Supremacy, or 
any other Part of the Government, but what they 
force upon his Words, by Tendencies and falfe 
Confequences.
